BUSINESS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

An effurt will be made to pass the bill 
which -provides for the correction of error in 
the revision of the statutes relative to the 
duties on knit goods. , Consideration of the 
maval appropriation bill will be resumed at 
once. 
is to be brought before the house immediately 
afterwards, and is expected to occupy ihe re- 
mainder of the legislative week. The 
republican caucus com mittee on 
the order of business intend 
to endeavor to procure action on the South 
Carolina contested election case of Smalls vs. 
Tillman as s00n as the sundry civil bill shall 
have been disposed of, but there is a strong 
counter disposition on the part of many 
members Of both political parties to embrace 
the opportunity that will be offered after the 
passage of this last one of the regular series 
of appropriation bills to transact sume of the 
miscellaneous business that has accumu- 
faicd on the speaker s table and 
on the house calendar of reported 
bills. The senate will proceed with the bank- 
rupt bill, but it is not expected to hold its 
place sgainstany additional appropriation bill 
or against the house bill for the reduction of 
internal revenue taxation, which will soon be 
reported from the finance committee. The 
commerce committee intend to report back 
the river and barbor appropriation bill to the 
senate next Wednesday, in which event its 
consideration will be commenced on Thurs- 
day and the pension appropriation bill will 
be reported during the week from thecommit 
tee on uppropriations, The _ legis- 
tative, exccutive and. judicial ap- 

ropriation bills having -now passed 
both houses, will soon ‘be placed in the 
hands of the conferenée committee for adjust- 
ment of points of difference. The bill pro- 
viding for the extension of national bank 
charters, which is now in conference, will, it 
is believed, obtain final passage and be sent to 
the president this week. The conference 
cominittee on the Japanese indemnity bill 
are to hold their final meeting next Wednes- 
day. The general opinion of the best in- 
formed members of the ~heuse' and 
senate in regard to the 
duration of the session now appears to be 
that congress will adjourn sine die or Mon- 
day the 17th instant, or at latest within two 
or three days thereafter.

WHO ATKINS IS. 


Mr. Atkins was born in Henry county be- 
tween forty and forty-live years ago. He went 
to school at Bethany, West Virginia, and 
while there formed the acquaintance of a 
Miss King, who lived in Ohio. They were 
afterwards married. He was admitted to 
practice in the Flint circuit in 1809, 
and practiced for about a year, 
We went to the war as a 
mem ber of either the Twelfth 
er Fourteenth regiment of Georgia, but after 
a short service quit the army and went to the 
old home of his wife in Ohio. After the war 
he was appointed collector ofinternal revenue 
in this district, but .a change in the district 
threw him out and he was appointed surveyor 
of the port of Savannah, a position which he 
held until about three years ago, when he was 
removed by Presilent Hayes on account of 
his strong third term sentiments. He has 
never practiced law to anygreat extent and it 
is said that he has had only one case in the 
supreme court since the war. He is a man of 
good common sense but is not recognized as 
a lawyer of much ability. He was the candi- 
date of the syndicate. | is said that a strong 
fight is to be made on hin and his contirma- 
tion is doubtful.

THE BOUQUET. 


Mrs. Scoville’s Bequet to Her Brother Found to Con- 
2 tain Polson. 

Wasuincton, July 2.—A Critic reporter 
called upon Dr. McWilliams at his office, and 
inquired what disposition had been made of 
the suspicious bouquet-sent to Guiteau’s cell 
by his sister on the evening before the execu- 
tion. Dr. McWilliams stated that when the 
bouquet was given to him by General Crocker 
he proceeded to his office and in company 
with Dr. Hicks made a careful examination of 
the flowers, taking them apart and inspecting 
them mindtely. ‘The rosebuds attracted sus- 
picion, and when turned wrong side up 
and shaken a fine, white powder was noticed 
to fall from the flowers. The buds were 
forced open, and when the cen- 
ter of the, cup was exposed 
it was discovered that each bud con- 
tained a small quantity of the powder. The 
powder was taken out and placed in a vial, 
and wili be submitted to a chemist, if Gen- 
eral Crocker or District Attorney Corkhill di- 
rect it, and Will be analyzed. As yet noanal- 
ysis. has been made, and Dr. McWilliams 
states that he cannot positively state what the 
powder is, although he bas httle donbt that 
itis arsenic. Itisthought that if Guiteau 
had known what was contained in his bou- 
-quet, or his sister had been admitted to his 
cell to explain it, as was probably her inten- 
tion, the assassin could probably have accom- 
plished self destruction in a comparative

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CHRISTIANCY'S GAME 


To Bring Additional. Disrepute on His Whife’s Name 
and Shield Mimeelf. a 

Wasurnaton, July 3.—Ex-Senator Chris- 
tiancy had ashort accidental interview with 
his wife in this city te-day. The circum- 
stanees were brictly as follows: While walk- 
inoup Third street, at the intersection of 
Indiana avenue, about 9 o’clock this morning 
Mr. Christiancy saw his wife in the fromt 
yarlor window of her residence, waving in 
Sse hand, as if to attract his attention, what 
seemed to bea letter. He thought at first 
that tbe demonstration was intended for 
some other passer by, but upon looking 
around and seeing no one inthe street ex- 
cept himselt, he came to the conclusion that 
the letter was intended for him and decided 
to go apd _— get it. As he started 
in the direction of the ‘house, 
Christiancy left the window, and as she 
reached the door she opened it, and with 
niuch apparent excitement and agitation 
threw her arms around him and seemed to 
ask his forgiveness. He gently but quietly 
disengaged himself, and” aiter exchanging a 
few words with her withdrew. In an inter- 
view with a reporter of the New York Asso- 
ciated press to-night, Mr. Christiancy said 
that he must decline positively to give any 
particulars with regard to his brief conversa- 
tion with Mrs. Christiancy, or as to the con- 
tents of the letter which she handed 
him: That interview was a_ pure- 
ly accidental one, and had no 
significance whatever, and that he regarded 
his wife only with pity and sorrow. ‘You 
may say, however,” he added, ‘‘that this will 
be our last interview, and that the pending 
suit for divorce will go on to the decree. Mrs. 
Christiancy and I shall never live together 
again.’’ : 

ANOTHER CHARGE FILED. 

As additional evidence, if any were needed, 
that no reconciliation or compromise is con: 
templated, the fact may be stated that Mr. 
Chaistiancy’s counsel, with the permission of 
the chancellor, has just filed a  supple- 
mental bill charging Mrs. Christiancy 
with desertion in addition to misconduc: 
previously alteged. This bill sets forth that 
u Mrs. Christiancy left her busband at 
Lima, in December, 1879, and come to this 
city, she wrote him a letter asking him to 
srovide for her. He replied that he was per- 
lectly willing to support her, but that he 
must insist as a pesdthes of such support 
that she give up the society of certain of her 
male acquaintances and return at once to him, 
To this letter he received no reply, and he 
dates the desertion from July 1, 1881. ‘Testi- 
mony to support the supplemental bill wiil be 
heard in a few days, and itis thought that a 
decision in the cage will be reached within a 
month. Inan interview with a reporter of 
the New York Associated press at a late hour 
last evening, Mr. Lugenbeli, father of Mrs. 
Christiancy, said that his daughter~ ws 
most positive in the statement that she had 
no interview with Mr. Christiancy to-day or 
recently. She plead ill health asa reason for 
declining to see the reporter personally.

SHUFELDT RECALLED. 


Internal Revenue ‘Taxation---The Pewers of the 
Board of Mealth---The Loss of the Rogers. 

Wasurncton, July 3.—Commodore R. W, 
Shufeldt has been detached from duty in 
China with the United States legation, under 
instructions from the department of state, 
and ordered home. It is understood that his 
recall was due to his open letter to ex Senator 
Sargent, containing severe strictures On the 
highest Chinese authorities, and also the se- 
rious imputations against the empress’ char- 
acter, which letter is supposed to have been 
written to affect legislation on the Chinese 
bill, which was then pending. 

Thesenate finance committee at special meet- 

ing to-day, had under consideration a bill to 
reduce the internal revenue taxation, which 
passed the house June 27. Mr. Rogers, depu 
ty commissioner of internal revenue, upon 
invitation of the committee, ap- 
peared before them and _ presented 
the views of the department upon the pend- 
ing bill. Mr. Rogers opposed the proviso 
which the house appended to the bill, and 
gave strong reasons why it should be stricken 
out. This proviso allows a rebate or draw- 
back of the full amount of reduction on all 
originakunbroken packages of checks, match- 
es, cigars, cheroots and cigarettes, held by the 
manufacturer or dealers on the passage of the 
act, and upon which the tax has, been paid. 
The proviso alsomakes it}the duty of the com- 
missioner of internal revenue,with the appro- 
val of the secretary of the treasury, to adopt 
rules and regulations, and _ prescribe 
and fernish the blanks and_ forms 
necessary to carry the act into effect. Mr. 
Rogers stated thatthe effect of this proviso 
would simply be to tuke a large amount of 
money from the treasury as a gratuity to the 
dealers, -while it would confer no benefit 
whatever upon the consumer, that the differ- 
ence of two mills in the tax upon each cigar 
would not be appreciable with reference to a 
single cigar, and would make no difference 
in thelr loss to the consumer, and that the 
proviso, if allowed to stand in the bill, would 
give rise to hundreds of thousands of vexa- 
tious claims, entailing upon the department a 
vast amount of labor and expense in their as- 
certainment and adjustment, and would 
moreover open the doors for innumerable 
frauds, which it would be next to impossible 
to guard against by any system of regulations. 
The-cOmmittee virtually decided to strike out 
the entire proviso. They will hold another 
meeting tu-morrow, when they expect to be 
ready to report the bill to the senate, — 

The house committee on appropriations to- 
day agreed to insert in the sundry civil ap- 
propriations bill a clause restricting the oper- 
ations of the national board of health to the 
diseases of yellow fever and cholera. 

Secretary Chandler has appointed a court 
of inquiry to investigate the cigcumstances 
leading to the loss of the United States steam- 
er Rogers in St. Lawrence bay.

THE DOCTORS’ BILLS 


CREATE A WRANGLE AMONG THE 
FEDERAL SENATORS.

The Senate Committee Scales the House Committee’s 
Garfield Surgeon Bill—Mr. Vest M kes a Bitter 
Attack on the Conduct of the Doctors, and 
Mr,Hawley Rises to Defend Them. 


Wasmrncton, July 3.—In the senate, the 


chair submitted a petition from the president 
'and secretary of the independent labor party 
/of the city af New York, praying congress to 


raise the capitation tax on immigrants from 
fifty cents toone dollar per head. Referred 
The senate 
bill, appropriagi@® $50,000_for public buildings 
Asheville, “North Carolina, was called 
up by Mr. Ransom and passed. Mr. 
Gorman called up the senate bill to 
encourage and promote telegraphic communi- 


cation between America and Europe. It con- 
stitutes Robert Garrett, William T. Burns, 
William F. Frick, of Maryland, and their as- 
sociateS a company to lay an o cable from 
an} point on the American sid@%o some point 
on the European coast. The bill passed with 
an amendment extending the time within 
which the company shall begin laying the 
cable to two years from the passage of the 
act. The general deficiency appropriation 
bill was proceeded with, and the committee 
amendments were agreed to asread. The 
senate committee reported an amendment con- 
stituting the first and second comptrollers of 
the treasury and the treasurer of the United 
States a board of audit to hear and determine 
all questions arising out of the claims and 
proposed allowances growing out of theillness 
and burial of the late President Garfield, pro- 
viding a method of auditing them, appropri- 
ating $75,000 for the payment of awards, and 
limiting the amount to be certified and paid 
for medical services to $52,500. Itis further 
provided that all claims shall be considered 
and allowances made before January Ist, 1883, 
and. that the aggregate of the awards shall 
not exceed the amount appropriated. Mr. 
Vest raised several points of order against the 
amendment, bat the senate, a strict- 
ly party-vote of 20 to 19, held that it could be 
entertained under the rules, Mr. Davis, of 
Illinois, voted with the democrats, Mr. Vest 
then opposed the provision with much earnest- 
ness. that the

He said it was well known 
late president, if not butchered, was unques- 
tionably a victim Of malpractice in his last 
illness for eighty days. He was physicked, 
leached, probed and lanced, while the bullet 
that was eatiug away his life never for a mo- 
ment came under the attention of the physi- 
cians. From amedical and scientific point 


‘of view alone the fees were grossly enormous, 


and would not be allowed by a court in any 
ordinary case. If Garfield's life had 
been saved there would have been some 
reason for a liberal outlay on the part of the 
government for the medical service, but none 
now existed. Mr. Vest then referred to the 
newspaper charges made during the presi- 
dent’s illness, that while the public bulletins 
were giving favorable reports, the president's 
physicians were telegraphing in cipher to 
wail street brokers information ‘exactly the 
reverse of that which was Leing published 
He thought it due to the country that an in- 
vestigation into that charge should even yet 
be made. He regarded the gharge of Dr. 
Bliss, of $8,000 for eighty days’ attendance, as 
exorbitant, and had read at the clerk's desk a 
statemeht by Dr. Boynton to the effect that 
on or about August 8, 1881, he «as informed 
by the late president that Dr. Bliss was a 
volunteer in the case. In this connection the 
testimony giveu by Dr. Bliss that he was sent 
for by the secretary of war was also read. 

Mr. Hale said he was unable to appreciate | 
the force of Mr. Vest’s criticism upon the 
medical treatment of the late president as a 
failure. He would not follow that senator’s 
example in setting up his own judgment 
against that of experienced medical practi- 
tioners He believed that the earnest, labori- 
ous and patient labors of the physicians were 
known to the country. The fact wus univer- 
sally admitted that the president’s wound 
was necessarily fatal. He depia atel the 
introduction of the squabpies of disaffected 
physicians, and said the amendment had 
originated with the appropriations committee 
without suggestions or intimation from any 
quarter, and afforded a means of removing 
the matter from the debates of congress for 
its settlement, by a competent tribunal. 
Some discussion followed as to the grounds 
on which the senate committee had based its 
reduction from the aggregate reported in the 
house, namely, $120,000, which it was now 
proposed to make $75,000, and Mr. Hale ex- 
plained that the committee had adopted the 
house basis as their own, but bad substituted a 
lower scale. In reply to Mr. Garland, 
he added that the proposition was intended to 
be a quietus on the whole matter, and if the 
language was not sufficiently guarded to that 
end he would accept any modification which 
would better express the meaning. Mr, Gar- 
land said*he would waive the point that the 
army sugeons were obliged toattend the presi- 
dent as commander-in-chiet without pay, and 
that no law warranted the payment for medi- 
cal attendance in thiscase. He wanted to be sat- 
isfied of the reasonableness of the charges, but 
he would pay every man who contributed to 
ameliorate the suffering, or to prolong the life, 
of the lamented Garfield all he was entitled 
to. He commented on the disparity between 
the high scale of the house committee and 
the low scale now reported as showing the 
necessity for the investigation of the claims, 
and advocated a proposition requiring the 
charges, as fixed by the board of audit, to be 
repurted to congress at the short session. He 
said that if public repute was to be governed as 
to the physicians, he would not vote to pry 
them one dollar, and referred to the amend- 
ment to pay to show that the bullet extracted 
from the patient’s body was found éighteen 
inches from the place at which it had been 
located. Mr. Hawley said that the discussion 
would be an indescribably painful one to the 
country. The surgeons in charge of the dy- 
ing president had received the prayerful sym- 
pathy of their profession and of all 
good peoplee, and were entitled 
in =©common charity to kind = and 
courteous treatment here. There was no jus- 
tification here or elsewhere for the reflection 
upen their personal character or motives. 
Never were human. beings more seriously, 
painfully andawfully’anxious to do their duty 
than were those who gathered at the bedside 
ot Garfield. Replying to the allusion to Dr. 
Bliss, whom he had known for twenty years, 
he said that gentleman had been sent for and 
urged to remain in the case by those in au- 
thority, and bad devoted himself to his pa- 
tient with so much zeal and fidelity that he 
had itpaired his strength. Mr. Hawley 
added that the matter would not be 
a creditable one to the Ameri- 
can congress if it should be 
made asubject of party strife or poe rye 
abuse. He wanted to have an end cf it at 
once, and said he thanked the committee for 
the disposition they bad made oi it. Mr. 
Hoar advocated the amendment as shielding 
the family and executors of the dead presi- 
dent from litigation. Mr. Sherman and Mr. 
Plumb made similar appeals. Mr, Allison

. ROBINSON'S BY-PLAY,. 

In the house, under the call of states, the 
following was introduced and reférred: Mr, 
Robinson, of New York—A_ resolution of in- 
quiry. It recites the constitutional provision 
which prohibits any senator or representative 
being questioned for any remarks spoken in 
debate. and states tnat on the 25th of Janua- 
ry, 1882, Lord Sackville West,accredited min- 
ister of the British monarchy in this city, 
called upon Secretary’ Frelinghuysen 
and questioned the remarks delivered in the 
house the day before by Mr. Robinson, and 
expressed his disapproval of the resolution of 
the committee on foreign atfairs, and closes 
with the following resolution: ‘Resoved, 
That the secretary ct state is directed to in- 
form the house, without reference to its in- 
compatibility with the public interest, 
whether said British minister suggested any 
punishment for those who had spoken in that 
debate of the 24th January, 1882, without his 
leave; whether he suggested the appointment 
of a British censor to revise before publication 
the speeches delivered in the house and sen- 
ate; whether he suggested the person best 
fitted to administer soothing syrup to the 
British lion when disturbed by the eagle’s 
wing; whether he suggested the official recog- 
nition of the New York Tribune, founded by 
Horace Greeley, memberiof the L[rish directory 
of 1848, as British organ in the United States, 
in manifest injustice to the equal claims of 
the Times, and whether said British minister 
suggested that, as we had saluted the British 
flag at Yorktown, he thought that we had 
permanently pulled down our own, tozether 
with as full a reportas possible of the conver- 
sation which passéd between said minister 
and secretary of state on the 25th of January, 
18s82.’” By Mr. Mills, of Texas, (by request) 
confirming the call for a peace congress to be 
held in Washington November 22, 1882, and 
appropriating fifteen thousand = dol- 
lars to defray the expenses thereof. 

THE DUTY ON KNIT GOODS, 

On motion of Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, the 
senate amendments to the legislative appro- 
priation bill were concurred in. On motion 
of Mr. Manning, of Mississippi, the rules 
were suspended and the bill passed appro- 
priating fifty thousand dollars for the erection 
of a public building at Oxford, Miss. Mr. 
Kelley, of Pennsylvania, moved to suspend 
the rules and pass the bill to correct an error 
in the revised statutes relative to the duty on 
knit goods. Mr. Morrison, of Dlinois, said 
the bill was presented under a suspension of 
rules in order to prevent any amendment be- 
ing adopted which would modify the hardship 
of the present tariff system. After brief re- 
marks by Mr. Carlisle, of Kentucky, in oppo- 
sition to the bill, and by Messrs. Robinson of 
New York, Huskell of Kansas, Peele of In 
diana, Briggs of New Hampshire, and Hub- 
bell of Michigan, in its favor, the motion to 
suspend the rules and pass the bill was 
agreed to—yeas 134, nays 48. The speaker 
announced as conferees on the legisiative ap- 
cedar 3 bill Messrs. Cannon of Illinois,

GEORGIA FRUIT. 


M. QUAD’'S GLOWING DESCRIPTION 
OF THEM. 


A Strawberry Farm-—Sarvest Time—Vegetables— 
Sume Monsters—About Peaches—The LeConte 
Pear—Grapes—More Money in Fen Acres 
of Fruit Than Forty of Cotton. 


From the Detroit Free Press. 

“Where do our first strawberries come 
from ?”’ 

You will answer from Florida, but such is 
not the case. The southern counties of Geor- 
gia have ripe strawberries long enough before 
they are seen in Florida, Nine-tenths of the 
early shipments this year came from Georgia, 
and she is still shipping. Thomasville is the 
great strawberry center. It is from that sta- 
tion that the earliest, largest, best amd most 
berries are shipped. Itis in that neighbor- 


hood that men | gee small fortunes into straw- 
berry farms and amass large ones. It is from 
Thomasville that Chicago, Detroit, Cincinnati 
and other northern and western cities are sup- 
lied with the luscious fruit, packed in re- 
rigerator cars. 
A STRAWBERRY FARM. 

An acre of strawberries will yield from 1,200 
to 2,000 quarts. The yield will never be less, 
and itis often much more. In a fair season 
an acre of strawberry farm will pay a net profit 
of $150 to $175 per acre. The first berries 
command a re-dy market at $1 per quart, but 
at an average of ten cents per quart from first 
to last, the farm will pay double what it 
would in cotton. Twenty acres of straw- 
berries at Thomasville had brought in $1,300 
in cash before the 12th of April, or before 
the northern fruit-raiser had taken off 
his winterovercoat. At that date the sea- 
son had only begun. That is, the price was 
down to thirty cents per quart and com- 
mission houses were beginning to send in 
orders. Speculators ,this year offered ten, 
cents per quart for all the berries on the 
vines. This would have paid the owner of 
the land a profit of $100 per acre without 
lifting a hand. The question has _ been 
asked how fruit growing paid in Georgia, 
and this is the answer: The Georgian can 
make more clean cash from one aere than 
the northern man. can from three. 

HARVEST TIME, 

‘When do they_harvest wheat in Georgia?”’ 

In Pickens and other counties wheat was 
cut on the 28th and 29th of April this year. 
and most of the harvesting in the state was 
finished by the 15th of May. In southern 
Georgia oats are ready to cut by the lst of May, 
In north Georgia they are a week later. The 
first haying begins about the 25th of April. 
It will thus be observed that the farm work 
which comes in the very hottest days of the 
year in the north is mainly over in the south 
before hot weather begins. By the time wheat 
and oats are out of the way corn is tasseline 
outand needs no further attention, and the 
first crop of potatoes is about ready to dig. 
Therefore, unless one is running a cotton 
plantation, he is not exposed to tauch fieid 
work during the scorching days of summer. 
When it is asserted that w'iite labor cahnot 
stand the hot weather of the southern sum- 
mer, it is well to rer ember that most of the 
crop work is done pefore and after the scorch- 
ing period, 

VEGETABLES. 
“What can be done with vegetables?” 
Any vegetable which can be raised in 
Michigan, Ohio, Indiana or Illinois can be 
raised in Georgia, but the Georgia vegetable | 
will be six weeks earlier and from 
four times as large. Some days before Michi- 
gan had planted a potato Georgia was eating 
new ones. We plant in May and dig in 
September and October. They plant 
in March or April and dig in June 
and July. The _ first crop is’ more 
than equal to ours in yield end quality. The 
second, planted in July and dug in October, 
will double ours and not half try. It is the 
same with turnips, radishes, beets, etc. Where 
Michigan produces a beat as large as a man’s 
arm, Georgia will grow one as large as a man’s 
leg Where Ohio will grow a turnip as large 
as a saucer, Georgia will grow one as large as 
a two-quart basin. 

The sweet potato is simply immense, and it 
is only within the last five years that Georgia 
people have come to realize how much money 
can be made in thatcrop. At Smithville I 
met a man from Chicago who told me that his 
business in the south was to offer sweet po- 
tato farmers from three to four dollars per 
barrel for the crops in the ground, but he had 
not found half a dozen men who cared to sell 
atthat figure. At Columbus,in what the 
neighbors called a mere garden, were 8,250 
sweet potato plants. If the yield is up to 
the average the owner wilt make more money 
off that one crop than any northern farmer 
will realize on ten acres of land. 

SOME MONSTERS. 

Iu the same ‘‘garden’’ were 27,000 heads of 
cabbage. Do you know whata head of cab- 
bage isin Georgia? Well, it means consider- 
ably more than two bites for a small cow. It 
means a head as solid as a pine knot, and 
measuring from twenty to thirty inches across 
the top. Take a tape-line and measure the 
largest tobacco pail you can find, and then 
you will get a better idea. Any northern 
man who thinks I was looking through a 
telescope at those cabbage-heads has only to 
drop a line to Mr. J. H. Brooks, owner of the 
ground referred to, to learn that my figures 
are hardly up to the actual measurements, 

ABOUT PEACHES, 

Georgia put peaches into market on Mav 
20, and New York paid seventy-five cents a 
piece for the first crate. That one crate, the 
product of two or three limbs of a peach tree, 
brought the Owner more money than an acre 
of the best cotton. Peaches will grow any- 
where in the state. One finds the trees along 
the roads, offin the fields ‘and even in the 
woods, and they hang ful!. This year the 
yield is beyond anything evet seen, and the 
railroads and steamboats have made rates 
which will put Georgia fruit into all the 
northern markets. The largest seach orchard 
in the south, if not in the worlé is located 
near Griffin. It contains 50,000 trees and 
coyers aimost 600 acres. On the same farm 
are 4,000 grafted apple trees and 5,000 fine pear 
trees. The income this year will exceed that 
of any 2,000 acre wheat farm or cotton planta- 
tion. 

THE LE CONTE PEAR. 

Georgia is wild over the Le Conte pear. It 
is the equal of the California in size, and sur- 

asses itin flavor. Some thirty years ago 
Mr. Le Conte, being ina New York nursery, 
was given a seedling. He took it home to 
Georgia, gave ita place in the ground with- 
out caring much whether it lived or died, and 
he himself died before the tree matured. 
War spared it, and the immense yield and 
fine flavor attracted attention. The neigh- 
bors begged cuttings, and in afew years the 
Le Conte was established in two or three 
counties, but itis only in the last few years 
thatit has made a reputation away ffm 
home. The tree is one of unusual vigor. The 
fruit has never been known to blight. Cut 
off a twig and stick it in the earth and it will 
take root. The pears are of great size, 
the flavor is exquisite, and a full-sized 
tree will yield from twenty to twen- 
ty-five bushels. Men have cleared as high as 

2,000 from seventy-five trees, and there is not 
ope tree in a hundred which will not yield at 
least fifteen bushels. The first of the season 
sell at about $12 per bushel, and the price 
never goes below #4. Some of those who 
started in first have made a great deal by sell- 
ing cuttings, and orders are now received from 
almost every locality in America. The ship- 
ments began with ten buchels, and this year 
will be over 10 000. In three years from this 

he shipments will probably count up 25,000 
bushels, and the price may come down to a 
dollar, but even at this figure the growers 
would make a profit of $1,000 to theacre. It 
is the only variety of pear ever known which 
bears each season and has never shown the 
slightest signs of blight. 

GRAPES AND PLUMS. 

Georgia is putting out a vineyard foralmost 

every othe} cornfield, and its grapes may be 


in market six wee ks before those around th 
shores of Lake Erie. The Concord, Salem, 


| 


Delawure, Hartford and all other varieties 
yield splendidly, and bring such prices as 
make farmers look wild. 

Georgiajis as certain of a big yield of plums 
each year as the farmer is of potatoes or corn. 
It is rare that worms or blight fall upon them, 
and the fruit is of extraordinary size and ex- 
cellent flavor. Ten plum trees w ll bring in 
about as much money as anacreof cotton 
and the only expense is the picking. 

Sum up the fruits of Georgia and it amounts 
to saying that shecan raise any variety in the 
utmest profusion. Ten years hence she will 
raise more peaches, pears, plums, grapes and 
strawberries thar any otherstatein the union. 
Her fruit growers are now making more 
money from ten acres than any cotton or 
cereal farmer is from forty. Her boom is not 
a speculation, but hasbeen brought about by 
hard work, good planning and common 
investments. M. QuaAD.

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BOB INGERSOLL’S MINE. 


Which Up to This Time las Not Proved a Bonauza te 
Those Who invested. 
From the Boston Herald. 

There is nothing more interesting in Wash- 
ington just now thdn the affairs of the Ivan- 
hee mine, and I may as well tell you about 
it. The Ivanhoe mine is Bob {agertolt'e 
mine. That is, Robertis the heaviest owner 
in it at present, and it begins to look asif he 
were the heaviest loserin it also. The prin- 
cipal movers were Ingersoll anda firm of 
lawyers, Halbert E. Payne & Graf- 
ton, - and Senator Plumb, of Kan- 
sas. A Washington banking firm was also 
interested, The property is said to have cost 
$60,000. and therefore the Shares of stock cost 
the original holders and issuers thereof thirty 
cents a piece! The company was forined 
about a year and a half ago, and soon after it 
was formed the most astonishing stories. of 
the wealth of the mine began to circulate all 
over Washington. I forgot how many mil- 
lions of dollars worth of ore were ajways in 
sight in the mine. None of it was ever taken 
out, but it was stated to be there, and a good 
many honest people got to believe that it was 
there. 

After awhile the able originators of the 
_mine began to let some of their friends into 
this good and beautiful thing at the rate of 
about $3 ashare. There seemed to be quite 
ademand furit at this. figure, and conse- 
quently the price was advatiocd to $5 a share, 
and then the demand for it increased. The 
company held a meeting-and set apart a 
quantity of stock to be sold at $5 a share, to 
be used to develop the mine. The reports of 
fresh millions of ore beaving in sight as the 
explorers advanced rapidly underneath the 
surface continued to arrive in Washington, 
and some of the originators of the mine 
put faith in them. Mr. Ingersoll him- 
self became convinced that the mine was 
such a bonanza that he thought it a great pity 
that the company’s stock should go off at the 
low rate of $5 a share. So he went and put 
all the money he could rake.and scrape into 
it, and his friends generally did the same. 
. One gentleman I know, who had nothing but 
his faith in Ingersoll to guide hint, invested 
$88,000 in the stock at $4 and $5ashare. Some- 
how, there seemed to be a good deal of stock 
fluating about, and after awhile it began to 
sink a little, and ‘then it sank a_ good 
deal, and last week I heard of 
a fellow buyirg 1000 shares at 
10 cents a share. Ingersoll has paid some- 
thing over 390,000 for what he could now buy 
for about $2,000. He is able to bear the less, 
because he can get $1,000 a night whenever 
he chooses to lecture in Chicago, New York, 
or Bosten, but some of the other sufferers are 
not able to bear it; in fact, the lvanhoe mine 
has blown asort of simoon of poverty over 
Washington. 

There was aregular craze about the stock 
-last year, and people who had not much 
Teady money even mortgaged their houses to 

buy it at $5 a shure. .

Au Interest ng Letter From Ex-President Jefferson 
Davis. 

Beauvork, Harrison, Co., Miss., June 21, 
1882.—The Picayune of yesterday in its col- 
umn of “personal and general notes’ has the 
following: 

‘General William Raymond Lee, of Boston, 
carries in his pocketbook a little slip of paper 
bearing the single word ‘death.’ It is the bal- 
lot he drew, when a prisoner of war ina jail 
at Richmond, when he and two others were 
chosen by lot to be hanged, in retaliation 
for the sentencing to death of certain 
confederate officers charged with piracy. 
The sentence of the pirates was happily 
commuted, and General Lee and his Comrades 
were subsequently exchanged.” 

During the war a persistent effort was made 
to misrepresent our cause and its defenders 
by the use of inappropriate terms. Our pri- 
vateers were called ‘‘pirates,’’ our cruisers 
called ‘‘privateers,’’ and Admiral Semmes, 
though regularly commissioned, was some- 
times called ‘‘a pirate,’ by northern officials 
and writers. I und this word even now, when 
time and reflection should have corrected the 
misnomer, is used in the paragraph copied 
into your paper. I know nothing of the per- 
son referred to, but the story. of a ballot hav- 
ing been drawn with a premdture sentence of 
death is refuted by the statement of the course 
pursued by the confederate government on 


the question of retaliation in the event of the 


threat to execute some of our privateersmen 
who had been captured when cruising, with 
letters of mark, in 1861" 

On pages 10, 11, 12, vol? 2, of the -“‘Rise and 
Fall of the Confederate Government,’ the 
case is fully stated. This narration of facts, 
and the opinions of two disinterested and 
distinguished foreigners, must be conclusive 
to every fair mind that to term the prisoners 
‘pirates’? was an inexcusable pretext, and 
that the conduct of the confederate govern- 

‘ ment was in strict accordance with the usages 
of civilized war, and that the desire to pro- 
tect its cifizens was marked by no stain of 
inhumanity.

THE MAJORITY OR TWO-THIRDS RULE.

Eighty-two per 
cent voted in South Carolina against 50 per 
cent in California. "fThe voters of West 
Virginia and North Carolina responded more 
patriotically than did the voters in the con- 
tested state of New York. In New York no 
less than 303,525 citizens of voting age @id not 
act in their sovereign capacity in 1880,or neamy 
as many as there are voters in Georgia, and 
more than there are in Alabama or South 
Carolina, Some of New York’s list of delin- 
quents may be entitied to a full exoneration on 
the score of foreign birth and non-citizenship; 
but all reasonable allowance on that account 
would not explain away one-third of the 
number, New York’s percentage is, however, 
a creditable one. The lowest percentages are 
found in the New England and southera 
states, and the reason of it is plain—New 
England is like a jug-handle politically, and 
so are the southern states. This operates to 
rob the contests of popular interest, not to 
mention. the absence of star-reute strikers 
and the fruits of official assessments, and the 
vote runs down.

A GHOST AND AMYTH. 

In the fifth installment of his “Studies in 
the South,” in the Atlantic Monthly for 
July, Mr. Harrison devotes several para- 
graphs to the ku-klux klan. As he is the 
only northern republican who has ever taken 
a sane view of the southern situation, it was 
to have been expected that his explanation of 
the ku-klux business should be as nearly true 
as circumstances would permit. Mr. Harrison 
discovered, fer instance, that what is called 
the ku-klux klan ‘‘was at at first meant for 
good and not for evil; for the suppression, 
and not the commission of orimes of violence; 
for the protection, and not the injury and 
destruction, of the weak and helpless.’”’ He 
goes on to show that, in the confusion imme- 
diately following the war, there was 
no law and no protection for the weak. 
Society itself was, for the moment, dis- 
solved into its original elements. There were 
no courts, no laws, no officers, and the func- 
tions of civil government were suspended. 
“In this time of peril and powerlessness, the 
confederate officers in many places requested 
the union ofticers who were still in command 
in the south to aid them in maintaining order 
until the machinery of government could be 
developed or created and put in operation. In 
many cases the reply was, ‘Organize a com- 
pany of good men or retain your military 
organization, and the union officers will sup- 
ply you with needed arms and ammunition. 
Try criminals and punish them, or expe 
them from your communiti2s, and you will

In the first place, the 
kwiklux klan is not only a ghost, but a myth. 
There neyer was any such organization in 
any part of the south. No respectable south- 
ern man ever disguised himself behind masks, 
or in any other way, for the purpose of mur- 
dering peoplé. Mr. Harrison has a vague 
idea that the klan is a myth, for he is careful 
tosay ‘“‘what is called the ku-klux klan.”’ 
The information we have for. fair- 
minded men like “Mr. Harrison, is 
this: The. ku-klux klan, as it 
exists in history, was the invention of a cor 
respondent of anorthern paper—probably the 
New York Tribune. The description of the 
myth by the correspondent was very elabo- 
rate, and some of the details were seized upon 
by the southern people for the purpose of 
neutralizing the negrovote. For instance, a 
young man in the office of the Forsyth Ad- 
vertiser, saw in anorthern exchange, an ac- 
count of the klan and its workings: An 
election was about to be held, and the morn- 
ing previous the court house and dead walls 
about town were covered with flaming post- 
ers warning all and singular to ‘Beware of 
the Klan! There is Blaod upon the Moon!”’ 
and soon. The matter was talked about in 
hearing of the negroes, and a 

mystery made of it on all 
hands. With the majority of the 
people it was a great mystery. 
At night, a bonfire was suddenly lit in the 
public square, an anvil was filled with pow- 
der and fired off, and there was desultory firing 
of guns through the night. The result was 
that the negroes, with few exceptions, stayed 
away from the polls. 

This is the extent of the ku-klux organiza- 
tion in Monroe county. This was the extent 
of the organization elsewhere. In _ other 
words, there was no such organization. But 
the mystery that made an impression upon 
| the negroes had an effect never dreamed of by 
those who had appropriatéd the myth of the 
northern correspondent. It was seized upon 
in various parts of the south by a lot of irre- 
sponsible cowardly characters, who had been 
skulkers and desertersand bushwhackersin the 
war. Perhaps Mr. Harrison would like to 
know why these assassins’ disguised 
themselves. The answer is at hand. If 
the negroes had been positive of the identity 
of those who were attacking them they would 
have made successful resistance as they did 
Thus it happened that a very harmless

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A DISTINGUISHED GEORGIAN. 

We have before us, in pamphlet shape; a brief 
memoir of the late Colonel James ). Waddell, e1a- 
bracing tributes to his memory by Judge Logan E., 
Bleckley, Hon. Herbert Fielder, Rev. D. L. But- 
tolph, Dr. S. W. Leland, and others. Thore is also 
in the pamphlet a collection of several publie ad 
dresses and literary articles from the pen of Colonel 
Waddell. THe CONSTITUTION has already given 
feeble expression to the grief and regret with 
which the public learned of the'death of this 
distinguished Georgian, and this neat volume is a 
reminder that the hand of affection has been busy 
in preparing what, in the very nature of things, 
must bea memorial more lasting and altogether 
more satisfactory than a monument of brass. The 
term ‘‘distingaished,’’ as applied to Colonel Wad- 
dell, necessarily stripped of that 
perfunctory meaning whieh accom panies 
its application in a general way. It 
could not be -aid that he Was distinguished in poli- 
ties, in letters or in the profession Of Jaw; but his 
intellect was of that peculiar, penetrating sort that 

1ade itself known and felt from one end of the 
state to the other. His tastes were literary and so- 
cial, and whatever incursions that were made into 
the domain of politics were, without exception, for 
thé benefit of other interests than his own. He had 
the spirit of the old Romans—he could 
be rude and rugged in behalf of 
|his country and his’ friends, In every 
fiber of ois being he was a patriot. He loved the 
state and he loved the men who loved the state, 
Thus it happened thot his politics were as classic in 
their mould and fashion as his scholarship, and 
thiscan be said of few moan sice the days of Calhoun 
and Webster. Perhaps it was this quality 
that gave to his intellect a certain im- 
posing attractiveness—a quality that was 
seen in perfection in the _ relations which 
Linton Stephens bore to the public. Colonel Wad- 
dell was a greatadmirer of Judge Stephens, and 
wrote his biography, a work uniqe of its kind—and 
we have no doubt the similarity we have men- 
tioned was the basis of the intimacy between the 
two In the little pamphlet before us is an address 
delivered by Colonel Waddell before the Columbus 
literary society. This address includes a parallel 
between Webster and Burke, and there is nothing 
subtler in analysis or more felicitous in definitions 
in the Engltsh language.

THE STATE CAMPAIGN. 


Te-Day’s Elections—The Governership—The Con 
greeamen-at-Large—The Districta. 

To-day over one hundred counties will elect del- 
egates to the democratic siate conventien. 

While many of the counties will not ‘‘instruct’’ 
their delegates, itis more than probable that the 
action of the day will definitely outline the final 
action of the convention. THE CONSTITUTION has 
made arrangements for the fullest possible reports, 
and will be able to make returns for nearly every 
county that has acted. In the meantime, we give 
below thé news of yesterday. 


The Gubernatorial Campaign. 

There are two points in the gubernatorial race de- 
veloped in our exchanges that may become import- 
ant factors in the campaign. 

The first of these is the suggestion of the Hon W 
E Smith, by the Albany News and Advertiser, as the 
proper candidate for governor. The Newg does not 
claim to speak with authority, but urges that the 
county should show its appreciation of its distin- 
guished son by speaking outforhim. The News is 
very violently anti-Stephens, and itis possible that 
it invokes the strength of Colonel Smith to car- 
ry the county against the old commoner, Mr Bacon's 
strength having proved insufficient. | 

In Putnam county there seems to be a preference 
for Blount. Weare definitely informed that Mr. 
Blount does notintend to enter the race. Be this 
as it may, the Eatonton Messenger, commenting oi 
the Putnam delegation, says: 

We believe we know the sentiments of our 
people on this point. They are anti-Steph- 
ens. They are anti-Bacon. Between Steph- 
ens and Bacou, we believe they would prefer 
Stephens, for, while there isa sprinkling of strong 
Stephens men in the county. we have yet to finda 
ha f dozen Bacon men ___If there is a Bacon man in 
the county we have failed to learn the fact. The 
real sentiment of the county is in favor of Blount, 
and if that sterling gentleman's name is brought 
before the convention, as long as there is a possibil- 
ity of bestowing the honor upon him the Putnam 
delegates would reflect te wishes of their people 
by making the most of that opportunity.

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PENNSYLVANIA'S NEXT GOVERNOR. 


The: Remarkable Carcer Of Robert FE. Pattison, Con- 
treller of Philadelphia. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 
Only four anda half years have elapsed since the 


man who was neminated yesterday to govern 
more than four millionsof people, and who was 
then only twenty-seven years of age, left a small 
law practice to become controller of the city of 
Philadelphia, having been elected by a majority 
of 1,962 votes over James W. Sayre. Before then he 


was unknown to the publée. Three years later the 
novelty of having 4 controller who really controll- 
ed and who stood sternly and immovab.e between 
the public jobbers and the city treasury, had made 
Robert Emory Pattison so popularin Philadelphia 
that inallthe partisan execitementof the presi 

dential election, which resulted in a majority here 
of 20.873 for Garfield and of 71,776 for William E, 
Littleton, republican cand date for clerk of the 
quarter sessions, the democratic candidate for con- 
trvller was re-elected by 93 461 votes, ora majo it 

of 13,583 over one of Philadelphia’s most esteeme 

citizens and successful merchants—E, Harper Jef- 
fries, whom the combined ring managers had pre- 
vailed upon to sacrifice himself, after they had 
forced off the ticket an equally estimable candi- 
date—Joel Cook. 

Mr Pattison will not be thirty-two years of age 
until the Sth of next December, having been born 
in 1850, at Quantico, a village near suow Hill, in 
Somerset county, Maryland. His father, the Rev 
Robert H. Pattison, who died seven years ago, was 
a popular Methodist minister, who graduated from 
Dickinson college in the same Class with the Kev Dr 
OH Tiffany, now pastor of the Arch street ME 
church. ‘The family came to Philadelphia when 
the candidate for governer was six years of age, his 
father taking charge of Asbury M EF church, Chest 
nut street, westof Thirty-third. Young .Kobert’s 
erly educational training in the  wpublie 
schools was frequently and disagreeably inter- 
rupted by the yearly change of residence that 
his father, as a Methodist miuister, was 
obliged to make From the Peun grammar 
schol, at Mary and Master streets, he was admitted 
t the High school, from which he graduated after 
a four years’ course, d.livering the valedictory at 
the commencement. Atjha’ time Lewis C. Cas- 
sidy was a member of the board of edueation and 
happened to be on the lookout for # bright youth 
to study law in bis office. Like many other busi- 
ness and professional meu, before and since, who 
had such a need, Mr. Cassidy told Professor George 
Inman kiche, principal of the High- schoel the 
kind of young man he wanted and Mr. Riche un- 
hesitatingly recommended ‘ Bob’’ Pattison. The 
youth was then preparing to enter Dickinson col- 
ege and study fos the ministry but he accepted 
Mr. Cassidy's offer and studied diligently under 
under him uutil 1872, when he was admitted to the 
bar. 

Meanwhile, as a member of the Fourth regiment 
of militia, known asthe Fire Zouaves, youug Pat- 
tison was brought into some public prominence by 
hisable and successful defense of a lotof his fellow- 
members who were court martialed for insu bor- 
dination. After that whenever the command 
watited an orator they got Mr. Pattison. His first 
appearance in the political field was in 1875, when 
his friends tried to have him nominated for clerk 
of the quarter cessions, but Henry 3. Hagert was 
chosen. In August, ‘877, three months before his 
first election as controller, his name was before the 
democratic state convention for the auditor gener- 
als) ip. On the first ballot Mr. Pattison stood next 
to William P. Schell, but the latter was nominated 
on the second by a large majority. A mcnth 
or so after this, when Mr. Pattison’s legal preceptor 
met bim at the corner of Sixth and Chestnut 
streets and suggested that he’ onght to be 
candidate for controller, Mr. ;attison 
said he thought he had enough of polities. He was 
prevailed upon torun, however, and his Opportu- 
nity wasa good one, for the notorious adminftstra 
tion of Conptroller Hancock, whom a judge on the 
bench characterized as ‘‘Cerberus gorged to moral 
blindness,”’ had given impetus to the political tidal 
wave that carried into office a democra ie district 
attor ey, controller and coroner, in face of a ma- 
jority in the city of from five thousand to six thous- 
and. for auditor general, state treasurer and supreme 
judge 

Mr. Pattison began performing the duties of con- 
troller on January 1, 1878. The ability and fidelity 
that proved too much for the confederated jobbers 
at the end of his first term are weil known ww evely- 
body. 

Mr. Pattison lives in modest style at 3247 Sansom 
street. During the summer he has bis family in 
an Atiantic City cottage. He comes up from the 
sea shure every morning and returnsin the even- 
ing after his day’s work in the city hall. He was 
at hisdesk all day yesterday, #s usual, and re- 
turned to Atlantic City before the wires bronght 
the news that he had been uominated. In person 
he is tall, broad shouldered and wiry, straight as 
an Indian, dark featured, keen of eye. determined 
in look, and generally handsome—just the mana in 
physical appearance to win favor on the stump at 
first sight.
